“ The American public has been 
bypassed and ignored in the matter 
of sex-violence exploitation TV 
programing coming into their 
homes.” said their statement for 
Morality in Media Inc , a national 
organization. “ The public has been 


shunned by both the networks and 
the FCC in attempts to solve a 
problem that is a matter of national 
concern.' 
The statement was issued by Rab­ 
bi Julius G. Neumann, the Rev. 
Morton A. Hill and the Rev Dr. 
Winfrey C Link, all of New York, as 
they arranged to meet with FCC 
Chairman Richard E. Wiley. 
The three said they agree 
• wholeheartedly” with a statement 
issued earlier this week by the U.S. 


Catholic Conference, spokesman for 
the Roman Catholic Church in this 
country, criticizing the new family 
viewing period 
The three major TV networks 
agreed starting this month to show 
only programs fit for family viewing 
during the first hour of prime night­ 
time TV. as well as the hour before, 
and to provide advisories when there 
are exceptions 
Wiley prodded the networks into 
this form of self-regulation and 


rejected any idea of FCC in 
terference with program content, 
contending this is beyond the com­ 
mission s authority 
The three clergymen agreed with 
the Catholic bishops that “ the family 
viewing plan is one conceived by a 
few powerful men. behind closed 
doors, without public dialogue or . 
consultation.” 
They said public hearings should 
be heid in all areas of the country, 
not just Washington, as “ a necessary 


first step to an open process.” 
‘ Such hearings would provide a 
definition of public attitudes, 
they 
said “ This should then be presented 
to the networks with a firm request 
that they comply. 
• The thought of government in­ 
tervention in program content is 
odious to everyone But there must 
be public consultation in this area, 
for the public owns the airwaves, 
they said. “ This has not been 
forthcoming ”

Jordan (AP) — Jordan 
said today it will not buy Hawk an­ 
tiaircraft missiles from the United 
States under “ insulting” limitations 
on their use imposed by President 
Ford. 
“ The prime minister has in­ 
formed the American ambassador 
that the government would regretful­ 
ly decline to sign the Hawk missile 
contract under the conditions and 
limitations contained in President 
Ford's message to Congress.” said a 
statement from Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifai s office 
Rifais 
statement 
specifically 
rejected Ford’s pledge that Jordan 
would use the missiles batteries only 
at fixed sites as “ defensive and non- 
mobile antiaircraft weapoas” and 
that Jordan would be banned from 
placing the weapons under any 
I binational or multinational military 
f force. 
“ Jordan regards these limitations 
as unique and insulting to Jordan s 
national dignity.” 
King Hussein has previously an­ 
nounced he will buy an antiaircraft 
defense system from the Soviet 
Union if the $270-million Hawk deal 
tails through. 
He has said that Jordan will be 
prepared to accept Soviet advisers 
for training his Bedouin army “ for a 
limited period of time.” if he buys 
the Russian SAM missiles.

Fire at a Chino dairy Wednesday 
destroyed approximately 1.700 tons 
of hay, three hay barns and other 
feed equipment valued in excess of 
$140.000 
According to Chino firefighters, 
the fire started about 11:44 a m 
when a spark from a welding torch 
jumped into a bundle of hay in the 
center hay barn at the Vanderpoel 
Brothers Dairy Farm 
Within minutes the small fire 
spread upward into other bundles of 
hay and licked at the sheet metal 
roof of the 30 foot hay barn. 
Dairymen were unable to stop the 
blaze that quickly spread to the adja­ 
cent haystack. When three Chino 
pumper trucks and firemen arrived 
on the scene off of Eucalyptus 
Avenue near Euclid Avenue, at least 
two of the large hav stacks were 
totally involved in flames. The hot 
fire for nearly an hour, threatened a 
new milking barn on the north and a 
tile-roofed home on the south Cattle 
nearest the blazing haystacks were 
moved east to other corrals by the 
dairymen 
At least one fireman, Mike 
Sherman, was overcome by the in­ 
tense heat and had to be transported 
to Chino General Hospital He was 
treated and released 
As red-faced firemen poured thou­ 
sands of gallons of water on the burn­ 
ing hay. winds from the southwest 
pushed the flames into the third 
haystack nearest the home owned by 
Henry Vanderpoel, co-owner of the 
dairy with his brother, Pete. Chino 
school board member. 
Billowing brown and white smoke 
drift«! up into the otherwise clear 
sky above Chino and could be seen as 
far away as Alta Loma Smoke still 
poured from the remainder of the 
burning hay this morning. 
As firmen battled the fire, keeping 
the flames away from the milking 
barn and house, Southern California 
Edison Co. crews called to the scene 
made ready to restore power to the 
dairy when the blaze was contained 
According to on«' of the dairymen, 
some of the cattle were due to b«' 
milked about 3 p.m. and the Vander­ 
poel brothers called for help from 
other dairymen to assist them in the 
milking process. 
The intense heat from the fire kept 
s«*veral dozen spectators a safe dis­ 
tance from the fire that burned on 
through the night 
According to Chino fire inspectors, 
the fire was the s«*cond largest of its 
type in the Chino area in the past two 
years 
Another fire off of Heilman 
Avenue in Riverside County about a 
month ago consumed nearly 1.500 
tons of hay and took fire units Chino 
Pedley. Riverside County, and the 
State Division of Forestry to keep it 
from spreading to other haystacks 
Firemen said that it was nearly 
impossible to stop a hay fire once it 
starts.

California 
Rapid Transit District 
(RTD) directors have voted to begin 
engineering plans immediately for a 
$1 billion-plus starter line from the 
downtown Coliseum area to Long 
Beach. 
“ Let s g o,” said county Su­ 
pervisor Baxter Ward in prompting 
the surprise move Wednesday. 
“ We ha ve a mo me n t u m to 
capitalize on. The transit district has 
to have a backbone starter line and a 
good place to start is Long Beach, 
said Ward, an RTD board member 


He added that delays could cost the 
county $2 million per week. 


The preliminary plans can be 
financed by a $552.000 loan from the 
county. Ward said in urging the go- 
ahead He said the RTD can pay the 
money back from gasoline taxes allo­ 
cated by the state Highway Commis­ 
sion. 


The catch is that the funds would

hav e o ne.” 


President Fo rd has been pressing 
Co ngress to reimpo se price co ntro ls 
o n U.S. do mestic crude o il, o n a 
schedule which wo uld gradually 
remo v e the co ntro ls o v er 39 mo nths 
o r so me similar time. 
Fo rd used his v eto to blo ck a sim­ 
ple ex tensio n o f the price co ntro ls 
witho ut an acceptable phase-o ut 
plan. 
On W ednesday , ho w ev er, the 
Ho use v o ted stro ngly fo r a pro ­ 
v isio n. o ppo sed by Fo rd, to ro ll back 
U.S. o il prices far belo w current 
lev els. 
The Ho use v o te clo uded pro spects 
fo r an energy bill that the President 
wo uld no t v eto And witho ut a co m­ 
pro mise which co uld be passed by 
Co ngress and signed into law by 
Fo rd, o il prices remain unco ntro lled. 


Abo ut o ne-third o f U.S. crude o il 
pro ductio n was free o f price co ntro ls 
ev en befo re Sept. 1. It has been sell­ 
ing recently at abo ut $13 per barrel, 
ro ughly 50 cen ts cheaper than 
fo reign o il which includes a $2 im­ 
po rt fee. 
But the o ther two -thirds o f U S o il 
pro ductio n — abo ut 41 per cent o f the 
natio n's to tal crude o il supply -w as 
limited by federal co ntro ls to a price 
o f abo ut $5 25 per barrel. 
Since Sept. I. when the legal 
autho rity fo r price co ntro ls ex pired, 
the co mpanies hav e been free to 
jump that price right up to the 
prev ailing market price o f $13 per 
barrel.

McVittie on cutting court time...Uoyd on highway aid holdup 


ASSEMBLYMAN BILL McVITTIE, D-65th Dist.. said 
his proposed bill that would eliminate multiple court ap­ 
pearances for persons wanting to plead innocent to traffic 
violations has been sent to Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. for 
his signature. 
The measure requires a court clerk to schedule arraign­ 
ment proceedings and a trial for the same day for any 
motorist who enters a “ not guilty” plea unless the 
motorist requests a separate arraignment. 
A person could also schedule the trial by a written 
notice of intention to plead not guilty, accompanied by an 
amount of bail or any assessment, he added 
"It is often said that our current traffic court system 
encourages people to plead guilty, even when they believe 
themselves to be innocent just to avoid the drawn out 
proceedings 
“ Now a person charged with a traffic offense appears 
in court one day to plead not guilty and then must return 
at a later date for his trial. Minor traffic fines often total 
less than the amount of money the person loses by miss­ 
ing a second day of work.” said McVittie. 
The measure. Assembly Bill 767, is part of a court 
reform package to clear up the backlog of traffic cases 
facing California s judicial system.

changed, said (lonce. to read fringe 
benefits” instead of just “ benefits 
— which gives the meaning sought by

An additional paragraph was then 
addl'd that states that any proposed 
changes in working conditions, such 
as reduction of manpower or in 
creased workloads, would not be im­ 
plemented until police represen 
tatives had the opportunity to meet 
with city officials and discuss the 
changes.

Smoking regulations on high school 
campuses should be tightened — not 
made more liberal - despite a new 
state law allowing it. parents at Alta 
Loma High School agreed Wednes­ 
day night. 
Principal Steve Butters said he 
called for a meeting of interested 
parents w’hen Senate Bill 171 passed 
the legislature and was signed by 
Gov Brown The measure amends 
stale education codes by allowing 
school boards to authorize smoking 
on high school campuses. 


Until Jan. 1. it will remain illegal 
tor high school pupils to smoke on 
campuses statewide. 


Speakers among the small turnout 
in Alta Loma High School library in­ 
dicated they preferred toughening 
existing regulations rather than 
loosening them. Theories advanced 
by speakers ranged from such 
penalties as expulsion from the dis­ 
trict for first offenders, to banish­ 
ment to alternative schools 


Butters told parents that Chaffev 
High School District Supt 
Allan 
Smith Wednesday notified all seven 
high school principals in the district 
that he was appointing a similar 
committee to study the smoking 
problem district wide. Presumably 
school hoard members will set a dis­ 
trict wide policy before the amend­ 
ment takes effect Jan 1 


Butters said that despite the 
current no-smoking ban at the Alta 
Loma campus, smoking is rampant 
He cited lack of proctors as one 
reason for poor enforcement 


He said school policy now orders a 
first offender to attend a smoking 
“ clinic ” Second offenders must br­ 
ing parents back to school before 
reinstatement. Third offenders are 
suspended three days and must 
return with a parent before read­ 
mittance Fourth offenders face ex­ 
pulsion or transfer to continuation 
sch o o ls’ 
The fh a ffe y d istrict 
operates five traditional high schools 
and two alternative high schools. 


Butters explained that he is setting 
up a three-pronged task force to 


study the problems. He said students 
will make up one research task force 
while his faculty will compose 
another to obtain information. The 
third group will be composed of com­ 
munity members. Wednesday night's 
meeting, during which audience opi­ 
nion was obtained, falls in the latter 
group, he said. 
Parents attending the meeting 
stron gly opposed 
se ttin g up 
restricted smoking areas on campus 
as being an enc ouragement for non- 
smokers to begin smoking. 
Butters said he did not know if the 
school board will sot a district-wide 
policy or allow each of the seven 
campuses to set its own policy. That 
all will be decided by January, he 
said

~ A new directiv e from HEW to the chief school ad-

no English “ must, at a minimum, determine the 
language spoken in the student s home, regardless 
of the language spoken by the student, the language 
most often spoken by the student in the home and 
the language spoken by the student in the social set- 
"ting (by observ ation).” 
J ust in case they hav e any time left ov er after all 
that, HEW has also told the nation’s 16 ,000 public 
school sy stems that they must begin keeping 
■ detailed discipline records to help the gov ernment 
determine if minority students are being punished 
more often than white students. 
Like the fight against automobile pollution, it s 
all in a good cause, of course, as part of a study be­ 
ing conducted by HEW to determine if school dis­ 
tricts with national minority children are v iolating 
the 1964 Civ il Rights Act, which prohibits federal 
funds for discriminatory programs or activ ities. 
But it would seem that if non-English-speaking 
children are hav ing problems in school — and un­ 
doubtedly many of them are — it would make more 
sense to encourage special English language 
courses for them than to require harried ad­ 
ministrators to observ e the language spoken by a 
' student in the “ social setting” and to inv estigate 
'‘and report on the language spoken in a student's 
home — “ regardless of the language spoken by the 
student.” 
Fortunately , the order does not apply , at least for 
this school y ear, to schools faced with an influx of 
refugee Vietnamese children, nor is it retroactiv e 
to those millions of people who came off the boats 
in the 19 th century and early decades of the 20th 
'» century speaking no English. Left to sink or swim 
linguistically , these new Americans did quite well 
'*» _ so well, indeed, that many of their descendants 
now occupy important offices in Washington, from 
which they issue important directiv es.

WASHINGTON - Smoking used to 
leav e Russia's Leonid Brezhnev with 
such a sore mouth that he had to 
hav e his gums massaged ev ery day 
by his doctor The pain has now com­ 
pelled the Sov iet leader to giv e up 
cigarettes. 
Brezhnev ’s dental secrets, it 
seem s, are fully known to the 
Central Intelligence Agency All the 
fascinating details (smoking ap­ 
parently caused the blood v essels in 
his gums to constrict, thus producing 
the pain) are on file in the CIA’s 
“ USD Office.” 
This office has nothing to do, we 
hasten to add, with the controv ersial 
drug that the CIA has fed to un­ 
suspecting v ictims. In this case, the 
initials stand for “ Life Sciences 
Div ision." Its specialists collect and 
analy ze Intelligence on the health of 
world leaders. 
For all their intimate knowledge 
about the state of Brezhnev ’s gums, 
howev er, they hav e not been able to 
pin down the truth about his health. 
His file is fat with rumors about his 
ailments, but the facts hav e been 
elusiv e. 
The Kremlin kingpin shows sy mp­ 
toms, apparently , of hav ing been 
treated with cortisone. This is a hor­ 
mone used to combat any number of 
ailments, including leukemia, 
arthritis, rheumatic fev er, gout and 
itching 
He could be afflicted, therefore, 
with any thing from terminal cancer 
to the sev en-y ear itch. In the flesh, 
he appears quite fit. But some in­ 
telligence analy sts, going out on a 
limb, hav e predicted his health soon 
will force him to retire. 
Only three solid facts hav e been es­ 
tablished: 
(1) he suffers from 


hangov ers; (2) he has a queasy 
stomach; and (3) he is plagued with 
horrendous dental problems. 
Brezhnev ’s fondness for v odka has 
been known to the CIA for y ears. 
Indeed, the CIA has established in­ 
disputably that he sometimes shows 
up in the Kremlin the worse for the 
past night’s party ing. 
To reliev e his woes on these occa­ 
sions, he likes to stop off at a health 
spa near a comer of the Kremlin, a 
spot the Sov iet hierarchy calls the 
“ clinic.” There he may take a steam 
bath or get a rubdown from a 
fav orite masseuse 
The CIA triumphantly established 
that Brezhnev had a queasy stomach 
during his 19 73 flight to the United 
States Sources aboard the Brezhnev 
plane reported that the Sov iet leader 
made a desperate dash for the 
washroom with ev ery downdraft. 
When he landed at Dulles Airport 
outside Washington, he made 
straight for the presidential retreat 
at Camp Dav id where he remained 
ensconced for 18 hours before begin­ 
ning official ceremonies. 
Although the CIA has reliable in­ 
formation about Brezhnev ’s bad 
gums, the ex perts hav e been unable 
to fix the cause “ If he had had good 
American dental care all his life,” 
suggested one intelligence analy st, 
“ he probably wouldn’t hav e this 
trouble.” 
Our own dental ex perts tell us that 
Brezhnev ’s aching mouth could 
mean he has any of a host of ail­ 
ments, from simple callousing of the 
gums to Leukoplakia, a condition 
characterized by lesions which could 
become cancerous

authority , the sore mouth is nothing 


serious at all. and Brezhnev s doc­ 
tors merely used it to “ scare him 
into quitting smoking.”

negotiating the historic Israeli- 
Egy ptian agreement, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger made secret 
pledges not only to Israel but to 
Egy pt.

“ The United States intends to 
make a serious effort,” it was 
stipulated, to help bring about 
further negotiations between Sy ria 
and Israel, in the first instance 
through diplomatic channels. 
“ In the ev ent of an Israeli v iolation 
of the agreement, the United States 
is prepared to consult with Egy pt as 
to the significance of the v iolation 
and possible remedial action by the 
United States.

o f business? 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) Ev er since Henry Ward 
Beecher observ ed that commerce is conducted by the 
strong, usually against the weak, industry has denied it in 
toto and fostered it in fact. 
Ev en lately , with increasing suspicion that corporate 
America has not so much as a soul to be damned, many 
ty coons hav e continued to reject any notion of social 
responsibility sav e the historic one, that the business of 
business is business as usual. 
Now there are indications that if the mercantile 
philosophy has been prosperous it may also be self- 
destructiv e. A poll released by Hart Research Associates 
indicates that a discomforting majority of Americans 
believ e there is the stench of mischief in big business that 
should, ev en at the ex pense of some cherished capitalistic 
ideals, be fumigated with fundamental change. 
The poll, commissioned by the Peoples Bicentennial 
Commission, an antiestablishment body opposed to con­ 
v entional wisdoms, is no less startling in its nuances and 
implications. J eremy Rifkin, the untitled founder of Peo­ 
ples, feels the results “ clearly show” that many 
Americans are ready for another rev olution, this time in 
the name of participatory or democratic economics. 
“ For instance, the poll say s that a majority of the 
public (6 6 per cent) fav or the idea of employ e ownership 
and control of U.S. companies. This is really significant 
There are only fiv e or six companies in the nation that are 
employ e-owned and operated — and they are small ones. 
What the public is say ing, though, is that workers in the 
future should own firms such as General Motors and Ex x ­ 
on and Bell Telephone, that workers should elect the cor­ 
porate officers, that workers should decide corporate 
salaries, that workers should set prices and establish 
markets.” 
As it happens, the rev olutionary idea coincides with 
Rifkin’s insistence that democratic ideals for too long 
hav e been ex cluded from corporate policy making. Like 
Bernard Baruch, the open, collared Rifkin believ es that 
the humanities should come before business, nev er 
forgetting that often the two are interchangable ’ 
Rifkin and Peoples feel that big business has for too 
long put profit ev en abov e honor, much less man. thus the 
rot of such corruption is of integral concern 
To illustrate the rot, Rifkin mentions the estimated $100 
billion which American workers hav e put away in cor­ 
porate pension funds. “ This money is being inv ested in 
multinational corporations which in turn use it to shift 
some of their assets to other nations. In effect, then, 
workers are contributing to profits in other places, while 
undermining their own job rights and security .” 
Such idiocies would not occur, Rifkin say s, if workers 
had control of their own companies and company policies. 
Nor would unilateral lay offs in the name of maintaining 
stockholder profits, nor would cozy relationships between 
gov ernment and industry which benefit the few at the 
worry of the many 
“ And we're not talking about 
socialism here. I think what Americans want is economic 
democracy ’,” where transfers of ownership are made, 
where workers make their own economic decisions, but 
where capitalism remains the sy stem. 
Whatev er Rifkin is talking about, a single opinion poll 
will in no way make it a realization. As v eteran opinion 
takers note, the public mood on a giv en moment is tran­ 
sitory at best, and about as enduring as a gossamer rope 
Yet what is clear about the poll is that in the sense it is 
planning for the future, American Business As Usual may 
be digging its own grav e. Sev enty -sev en per cent of those 
polled agree corporate America is interested in profits 
before people, 58 per cent feel that businessmen dominate 
the decisions of public officials, and 49 per cent say that 
big business is the source of most of what s wrong in the 
nation today . 
By any measure this is heav y frustration. It s more and 
more apparent that people want something better from 
industry , and that is altruism or else.

The av erage wet-fingered dentist 
is hurting. He av erages less take- 
home pay than a San Francisco gar- 
bageman 


Now, like the phy sician, the dental 
doctor is increasingly burdened with 
nuisance 
lawsuits, gov ernment 
paperwork and unions — utterly un­ 
related to his profession - presum­ 
ing to tell him how to tend y our 
teeth. 
Cincinnati housepainters recently 
sought and got $10.10 an hour. 
Ironworkers in Louisv ille make 
$10 40 an hour. Plumbers in Seattle 
get $14.10 an hour. A dentist in those 
cities av erages $18 .53 an hour but — 
He must rent his own office, equip 
himself with $45,000 worth of dental 
dev ices and pay the salary of a 
skilled assistant. 
The dentist gets no paid v acation, 
no insurance, tw retirement or other 
benefits ex cept what he buy s and 
pay s for And now he is increasingly 
encumbered by pencil-pushing at the 
behest of gov ernment, insurance 
companies and, indirectly , by un­ 


ions Here’s how: 
The United Auto Workers may 
negotiate a contract with some cor­ 
poration under the terms of which 
the corporation is obligated to pay 
for the dental work of union 
members. 
The co rpo ration pro m ptly 
redelegates this obligation to in­ 
surance companies. Insurance com­ 
panies, bidding for these large con­ 
tracts, Insist on ex ercising control 
ov er treatment and costs 
Under the circumstances, some 
control is probably necessary . A 
patient is likely to “ ov er-utilize” a 
serv ice somebody else is pay ing for. 
A dentist might be inclined to use 
gold where silv er would do if he can 
casually pass along the higher costs 
to an insurance company . 
As with other forms of medical in­ 
surance. as soon as the direct doctor- 
patient relationship is ruptured by a 
party of the third part treatment 
becomes more ex pensiv e and less 
personal.

Ken Worley of the United Auto 
Workers came and Dr. Bob Nelson of 
the American College of Dentistry 
Insurers were there from inv olv ed 
companies to discuss their limita­ 
tions. to consider concessions. 


With the v ery bad ex ample of 
Britain’s Labor gov ernment in­ 
dicating what should not be done, 
members of dentistry and related 
professions sought way s and means 
of protecting the doctor-patient 
relationship from the people- 
planners. 
Some of those recommendations 
will be submitted through ap­ 
propriate technical publications for 
national consideration One recom­ 
mendation has already justified the 
sy mposium: 
Practicing dentists 
must be represented on insurance 
rev iew committees. In their in­ 
terests and in ours.

Her v eterinarian can ad­ 
v ise whether or not a high protein lev el cou ld cu rrently be 
inju riou s to her health.

He 
dev eloped a clot in his lu ng which 
cleared u p and then was sent to a 
cardiologist for a catherization test 
which inv olv ed ru nning some wires 
to his heart. He's now on Cou madin. 
Pronesty l. Digox in and v itamins. He 
got a good report on his last v isit to 
the doctor, bu t he said he has a beer 
heart. He stopped drinking beer a 
y ear ago. I’d appreciate an answer 
from y ou 
DEAR READER — It means what 
y ou think it means. You hu sband's 
doctor thinks that his beer drinking 
habits led to his present heart dis­ 
ease The term is not a medical 
diagnostic term, bu t is the doctor's 
own way of try ing to tell y ou r hu s­ 
band what his problem is. 
Alcohol in ex cess for too long a 
period of time can damage the heart 
mu scle. I hav e seen many patients 
admitted to city hospitals with 
sev ere heart failu re, swollen legs or 
abdomen, a chest fu ll of flu id and a 
dilated heart all from failu re of the 
heart mu scle becau se it had been 
poisoned with alcohol. 
These patients often get well in the 
hospital, becau se they can’t get any 
alcohol. Often in the y ou nger ones 
the heart has enou gh healing power 
that the patient may ev en get well 


enou gh not to requ ire any medicines 
The sad part of the story is that 
these same patients go back to the 
same env ironment they came from 
and retu rn to the bottle They are 
then back again in a not h e r 
emergency , often with shortness of 
breath and heart failu re 
Prolonged u se of alcohol can lead 
to permanent damage to the heart 
mu scle as well. You r hu sband’s doc­ 
tor ev idently thinks this is tru e in his 
case The v itamins may help some if 
he is deficient in them The other 
medicines are u sed to strengthen his 
weakened heart mu scle and to pre­ 
v ent blood clots from forming. 
DEAR DR LAMB - Recently I 
heard that there hav e been stu dies 
that show the diabetic dru gs taken as 
pills are dangerou s ov er a period of 
time. I am told they are related to 
heart diseases. Is this tru e‘> I hav e 
been taking them and am 62 y ears 
old 
DEAR READER - There are a lot 
of v ery well-qu alified people who 
believ e ju st that. Needless to say . 
there is still a hot controv ersy ov er 
the matter The Food and Dru g Ad­ 
ministration is reported to be con­ 
sidering a warning label on the bot­ 
tle s .

R.I., in 1773. a 
trip that required about 26 
hours with three changes 
of horses 
He received 40 pounds a 
year and was supposed to 
deliver and accept mail on­ 
ly. But many postriders 
also worked for newspaper 
publishers, soliciting sub­ 
scriptions. collecting ac­ 
counts and delivering bun­ 
dles of papers to taverns — 
all illegal. 
These transactions sl­ 
owed the service, already 
plagued by poor roads and 
a lack of bridges. The rid­ 
ers also opened all their 
newspapers at each stop, 
allowing the local printer 
to extract and summarize 
the news for his own pa­ 
per The riders served as 
the main news carriers for 
the first 100 years of Amer­ 
ican journalism — until the 
early part of the 19th cen­ 
tury. 
The post office made its 
first appearance in the 
colonies in 1639. when the 
general court of Mas­ 
sachusetts decreed: 
“ It is ordered that notice 
be given that Richard Fair­ 
banks. his house in Boston, 
is the place appointed for 
all letters, which are 
brought from beyond the 
seas, or are sent thither, to 
be left with him. and he is 
to take care that they are 


to be delivered or sent ac­ 
cording to direction, and 
he is allowed for every let­ 
ter a penny ....” 
A postal service was 
established in Virginia in 
1657 
Every planter was 
required to provide a mes­ 
senger to deliver dis­ 
patches to the next plan­ 
tation. The penalty for 
failure: a hogshead of 
tobacco 
New York set up a New 
York-Boston mail service 
in 1672. with one trip 
monthly. Connecticut es­ 
tablished a postal service 
in 1674 William Penn es­ 
tablished a post office in 
Philadelphia in 1683. with 
weekly mail to places near 
the city. About the same 
time he set up service from 
Philadelphia to the larger 
towns of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland. 
The 
American post 
proper dates from a patent 
on Feb. 17. 1691. issued to 
Thomas Neale He and the 
royal postmaster general 
appointed 
Andrew 
Hamilton as the colonial 
postmaster general. Ser­ 
vice began on May 1, 1 69 3, 
with weekly runs from 
Portsmouth. N.H., to New 
York. Philadelphia and 
points in Maryland and 
Virginia Five riders were 
engaged to cover five 
stages of the trip In winter 


the service was every two 
weeks; 
The colonists disliked the 
system because of the cost 
of postage and because 
authorities could open the 
mail to see if it contained 
evidence of disloyalty to 
the king. 
Benjamin Franklin was 
appointed the first post­ 
master general by the Con­ 
tinental Congress on July 
26. 1775. at a salary of 
$1,000 a year. He switched 
to diplomacy a year later 
and was succeeded by his 
son-in-law. Richard Bache. 
Franklin, 
however, 
already had made impor­ 
tant contributions to the 
mail service. Disturbed by 
its inadequacies, he had 
agreed to become Phila­ 
delphia's postmaster in 
1 7 3 7 . He impressed the 
British government and in 
1753 became deputy post­ 
master general for all the 
colonies 
Franklin established the 
first city delivery service, 
the first dead-mail office, 
employed the fastest 
packet ships across the 
Atlantic, hired more post 
riders and required them 
to ride night and day. He 
also helped Canada set up 
its first postal service and 
inaugurated a Montreal- 
New York messenger serv­ 
ice. 


In 1782, an act was pas­ 
sed authorizing the post­ 
master general to set up a 
line of posts between New 
Hampshire and Georgia. In 
1779 Congress repealed a 
law imposing the death 
penalty for robbing the 
m ails. Flogging was 
substituted. Later the 
penalty was reduced to im­ 
prisonment. 
The 1782 act also decreed 
that private letters could 
not be opened or delayed 
by postal authorities. Until 
then the mail service was 
primarily for use by the 
government, and private 
citizens used it at their 
risk. 
Another of the founding 
fathers who insisted on an 
efficient mail service was 
George Washington. He 
personally helped in sur­ 
veying post routes to speed 
the mails. 
Samuel Osgood was 
named the first postmaster 
general under the new Con­ 
stitution That was in 1789. 
when there were 75 post of­ 
fices and fewer than 2,000 
miles of post roads in the 
country. 
Postage was in money, 
with prepayment optional. 
The first stamps were not 
issued until 1847. They bore 
the pictures of Franklin 
and Jefferson.

Reading 'J aws ' helped man bitten by s hark 


JERU SA LEM (A P) - 
After 27 years and four 
wars. Israel has achieved 
in the interim Sinai peace 
accord the virtual accep­ 
tance of Egyptians that it 
is a nation here to stay and 
that Arabs and Jews should 
live in peaceful coex­ 
istence. 
No ether Arab nation has 
accepted this as official 
policy and many Arabs, the 
Palestinian guerrilla in 
particular, still hold that 
one day the Israelis shall 
be pushed into the sea. 
Israel officially became 
an independent state — a 
Jewish homeland — on 
May 14, 1948. and from that 
day on faced conflict. 
But the history of Israel 
actually began at the turn 
of the century with the 
arrival of Jews who came 
to be known as the 
Children of Death" be­ 
cause many of them died 
re cla im in g 
m a la ria l 
swamps and desert wastes 
and combating Arabs who 
opposed 
their presence 
even then 
The seedling that even­ 
tually became the state of 
Israel was the direct out­ 
growth of the Zionist 
movement created by a 
little-known 
Viennese 
journalist. Theodor Herzl. 
at the end of the last cen­ 
tury. 
The first Zionist con­ 
gress met in B a se l, 
Switzerland, in 1897 and 
vowed to create a national 
home 
for 
J e w s 
in 
Palestine, then under Ot­ 
toman rule. 
The lofty words of Basel 
were difficult to imple­ 
ment. 
Writing of the first im­ 
migration of Jews. British 
author Terence Prittie said 
the immigrants' “ determ­ 
ination to reach Israel and 
their endurance when they 
got there, were acts of 
faith, for they died in 
droves . . . " 
David 
Ben-Gurion. 
Israel’s founding father 
and first prime minister, 
would recall that he came 
down with malaria shortly 
aftei his arrival and was 
advised by a doctor to 
leave or die. 
“ I d id n ’ t l i s t e n . ’ ’ 
reminisched 
Ben-Gurion. 
“ I hung on grimly, trying 
to let the disease and the 
lack of food hinder me as 
little as possible." He died 
in Israel on Dec 1, 1973 at 
the age of 87. 
The settlers lived on land 
purchased from Arabs by 
Zionist funds or by such 
philanthropist 
promoters 
as Baron de Rothschild of 
Paris. 
By 1914, the Jews owned 
more than 100.000 acres, 
half of which were under 
cultivation. 
Zionist aspirations rose 
when Britain issued its 
famous 1917 B a lfo u r 
Declaration, 
saying 
it 
favored a Jewish national 
home in Palestine. But 
nothing ever came of it. 
even after Britain assumed 
mandatory 
rule over 
Palestine following World 
War I. 
The next two decades 
saw a slow deterioration of 
law and order as Jew and 
Arab locked in bloody com­ 
munal strife. 
The end of World War II 
brought 
freedom 
for 
hundreds of thousands of 
European Jews, the gaunt 
and homeless survivors of 
Nazi G e rm a n y , who 
dreamed of going to 
Palestine. 
In deference to the feel­ 
ings of the Arabs. Britain 
restricted Jewish im ­ 
migration. touching off a 
string of bloody incidents 
as the frantic Jew s at­ 
tempted to run blockades.
